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PEEFACE 


The  Agricultural  Databases  Directory  was  prepared  at  the  Infor- 
mation Retrieval  Research  Laboratory  of  the  Coordinated  Science  Labora- 
tory, University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign,  under  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  Cooperative  Agreement  No.  AG58-32U4-4-786  for  the 
National  Agricultural  Library.  The  Directory  was  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Martha  E.  Williams.  It  was  compiled  and  edited  by 
Martha  E.  Williams  and  Carolyn  G.  Robins.  The  directory  was  prepared 
in  conjunction  with  the  preparation  of  a  larger  database  directory  entitled 
Computer-Readable  Databases:  A  Directory  and  Data  Sourcebook.  The 
1985  edition  of  Computer-Readable  Databases:  A  Directory  and  Data 
Sourcebook  was  compiled  and  edited  by  Martha  E.  Williams,  Laurence 
Lannom,  and  Carolyn  G.  Robins.  This  1985  edition  is  in  two  volumes 
and  contains  2,805  databases  in  2,509  entries  on  1.658  pages:  734  pages:  in 
the  Science,  Technology,  Medicine  volume,  and  924  pages  in  the  Busi- 
ness, Law,  Social  Sciences,  Humanities  volume.  The  1985  edition  of 
Computer-Readable  Databases:  A  Directory  and  Data  Sourcebook 
(CRD)  was  published  by  the  American  Library  Association  in  North 
America  and  copublished  by  Elsevier  Science  Publishers  (North-Holland) 
outside  of  North  America.  Many  of  the  entries  in  the  Agricultural  Data- 
bases Directory  appear  also  in  the  larger  comprehensive,  multidisci- 
plinary  directory.  The  Agricultural  Database  Directory,  however,  con- 
tains some  records  that  do  not  appear  in  CRD.  For  the  most  part  these  are 
databases  produced  by  extension  services.  Contacts  with  nearly  60  direc- 
tors of  extension  services  were  made  to  obtain  information  on  publicly 
available  databases  produced  by  them. 

Content.  The  databases  and  database  systems  in  this  Directory  are 
both  word-oriented  (e.g.,  bibliographic,  full-text,  and  directory  informa- 
tion) and  numeric  (e.g.,  properties,  time  series,  and  statistical  information) 
databases.  Word-oriented  databases  contain  natural  language  words, 
phrases,  sentences,  and  paragraphs  as  the  principal  data  of  the  database. 
Numeric  databases  or  databanks  contain  numbers,  symbols,  series,  graphs, 
tables,  and  modeling  systems  as  their  principal  data.  The  essential  distinc- 
tion is  between  numbers  and  words  as  the  primary  vehicle  for  conveying 
information.  Some  examples  of  types  of  word-oriented  databases  are: 
thesauri,  lists,  directories,  and  text  (e.g.,  full  text,  facts,  opinions,  legal 
cases,  statutes,  news  items,  etc.)  in  computer-readable  form.  Bibliographic 
databases  are  word-oriented  but  many  types  of  word-oriented  databases 
(see  above)  are  not  bibliographic.  As  the  producers  of  bibliographic  data- 
bases, numeric,  and  even  graphic  databases  add  to  their  offerings,  and  as 
they  provide  integrated  systems  including  models  and  other  software  for 
manipulating  data,  these  distinctions  become  more  blurred  and  decrease  in 
importance. 

Source  of  Data.  Data  in  this  Directory  were  obtained,  for  the  most 
part,  directly  from  database  producers.  Some  data  were  obtained  from 
online  vendors  and  news  notices. 

Production.  The  Agricultural  Database  Directory,  as  was  the  CRD. 

was  produced  from  data  maintained  at  University  of  Illinois  Information 
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Retrieval  Research  Lab  (IRRL)  in  the  "Database  of  Databases."  The  data 
were  processed  on  a  VAX  11/780  and  pages  were  produced  on  a  QMS 
Lasergrafix  1200  printer. 

Directory  Statistics.  This  directory  contains  272  pages  with  428 
separate  database  or  database  system  entries,  four  indexes,  and  one  list. 
These  428  databases  were  produced  by  272  database  producers  and  are 
made  accessible  either  online  or  in  the  batch  mode  by  284  database  proces- 
sors. The  name  index  contains  the  names  of  428  databases,  203  names  of 
other  entities  (such  as  terminated  databases,  telecommunications  systems, 
teletext  systems,  etc.)  plus  synonyms  for  databases.  The  subject  index 
contains  149  discrete  terms  pointing  to  database  records.  In  addition, 
there  are  see  and  see  also  references.  Users  of  this  Agricultural  Database 
Directory  are  referred  to  Computer-Readable  Databases  A  Directory 
and  Data  Sourcebook  for  information  on  databases  peripheral  to  agricul- 
ture or  for  nonagricultural  databases. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Criteria  for  Inclusion  of  Databases 

Databases  included  in  this  Directory  fulfill  three  criteria:  (1)  they 
are  in  computer-readable  form,  (2)  they  are  publicly  available*,  and  (3) 
they  relate  to  agriculture,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  Databases  can  be 
word-oriented  (containing  natural  language  words,  phrases,  text), 
numeric,  or  graphic  depending  on  the  way  data  are  represented.  Within 
these  major  classes,  databases  contain  a  variety  of  types  of  data:  biblio- 
graphic, full-text,  directory,  patents,  thesauri,  parts  lists,  job  offerings, 
biographies,  physical  and  chemical  properties,  regression  analysis, 
specifications  numbers,  map  coordinates,  and  the  like.  There  is  virtually 
no  limit  to  the  type  of  data  that  can  be  contained  in  a  database,  and  there 
is  no  limit  to  the  subjects  that  they  can  be  associated  with. 

Computer-readable  means  that  the  database  is  available  for  processing 
on  tape,  disc,  or  other  media.  At  present  most  distributable  databases  are 
distributed  on  magnetic  tape  or  floppy  discs.  Most  are  processed  online 
through  online  vendors  or  time-sharing  services.  Some  reside  on  discs 
only  and  are  made  available  to  the  public  only  through  search  services 
(online  or  batch)  provided  by  the  producer. 

Publicly  available  means  that  the  database  is  either  available  for 
lease,  license,  or  sale,  or  that  access  to  the  database  is  provided  by  at  least 
one  online  or  batch  processing  search  service  organization. 

Agriculturally  related  means  that  the  databases  are  either  agricul- 
tural in  nature  or  are  of  use  to  agriculturalists.  The  majority  of  databases 
contained  herein  are  directly  related  to  agriculture,  and  the  balance  are 
either  databases  of  interest  to  agriculturalists  or  they  are  said  to  be  of 
agricultural  interest  in  the  broad  sense  as  indicated  by  the  indexing  used 
by  the  USDA's  National  Agricultural  Library  for  indexing  the  AGRI- 
COLA  database.  For  example,  home  economics,  nutrition,  and  demogra- 
phy might  not  be  considered  to  be  agricultural  in  nature,  but  they  are 
included  in  AGRICOLA  categories.  Where  databases  of  peripheral  interest 
to  agriculturalists  are  included,  usually  only  one  or  two  such  databases 
per  type  are  included.  For  example,  wire  services,  general  newspapers, 
bulletin  boards,  conference  papers-,  proceedings-,  theses-,  serials-, 
statistics-,  encyclopedia-,  demographic-,  currency  exchange-databases  and 
many  other  types  are  of  peripheral  interest  and  only  one  or  two  of  these 
type  databases  are  included.  For  further  information  on  such  databases, 
the  user  is  referred  to  the  1985  comprehensive  two-volume  database 
directory  entitled  Computer-Readable  Databases:  A  Directory  and  Data 
Sourcebook  CRD,  edited  by  Martha  E.  Williams.  Laurence  Lannom.  and 
Carolyn  G.  Robins  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  copublished  by  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association.  Chicago.  IL  and  Elsevier  Science  Publishers 
(North-Holland),  Amsterdam,  The  Netherlands,  1985.  2  vol. 
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Organization  and  Format 

The  database  descriptions  comprise  the  basic  data  for  this  directory. 
They  are  broken  into  two  separate  alphabetic  groupings—Word-oriented 
databases  (bibliographic,  full-text,  directory,  etc.)  and  Numeric  databases 
(including  numeric  databases,  numeric  database  systems,  and  modeling 
systems).  The  word-oriented  databases  appear  on  pages  1-135  and  the 
numeric  databases  on  pages  137-175. 

The  overall  organization  of  the  Directory  is  shown  in  the  Contents 
table.  The  Introduction  discusses  Criteria  for  Inclusion  of  Databases. 
Organization  and  Format,  Database  Descriptions,  and  descriptions  of  the 
four  indexes  (producer,  processor,  name,  and  subject)  that  are  located  at 
the  end  of  the  book  following  the  Databases  section.  Following  the 
indexes  is  a  list  called  Processor  Names  for  Online  Databases.  This  list 
contains  the  names  or  designations  used  by  BRS  (Bibliographic  Retrieval 
Services).  DIALOG.  NLM  (National  Library  of  Medicine),  and  SDC  (Sys- 
tem Development  Corporation).  Inasmuch  as  these  four  vendors  are  the 
ones  most  frequently  used  in  agriculture  libraries,  they  have  been  pro- 
vided for  the  convenience  of  users  of  this  directory.  A  user  who  locates  a 
database  of  interest  can  simply  consult  the  back  of  this  book,  alphabeti- 
cally locate  the  name  of  the  desired  database,  and  find  the  vendor  name 
for  the  database  in  order  to  select  that  database  when  logging  into  the  ven- 
dor to  conduct  a  search. 

The  Databases  section  comprises  the  main  corpus  of  this  Directory. 
Entries  in  the  indexes  indicate  the  page  on  which  a  database  entry  begins. 
The  beginning  of  an  entry  is  indicated  by  the  database  name  in  large,  bold 
type.  The  name  is  bounded  by  horizontal  lines  to  set  off  the  database 
name  from  the  data  and  to  make  it  easy  for  the  user  to  spot  the  database 
he/she  is  seeking.  It  is  easy  to  spot  a  database  even  on  a  page  that  contains 
more  than  one  database  description. 

Database  Descriptions 

Data  entries  within  specific  databases  fall  into  five  major  groupings 
of  data  elements  entitled: 

1.  Basic  Information 

2.  Subject  Matter  and  Scope 

3.  Indexing/Coding/Classification 

4.  Data  Elements  Present 

5.  User  Aids 

More  than  500  separately  defined  data  elements  have  been  used  in 
the  "Database  of  Databases"  from  which  the  information  in  this  Directory 
was  extracted.  No  single  database  includes  all  elements  because  some  are 
mutually  exclusive.  Complete  information  about  each  database  has  been 
given  where  possible;  however,  because  of  the  brevity  of  response  from 
some  producers,  some  entries  include  fewer  major  groupings  of  data  ele- 
ments. 

In  some  cases  database  producers  supplied  useful  data  that  could  not 
be  accommodated  by  our  data  form.  These  data  are  included  as  "notes." 
Note-type  data  entries  are  printed  in  parentheses  after  the  entry  to  which 
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the  data  refer.  If  a  producer  responded  "yes"  to  a  query  (e.g..  Is  a 
thesaurus  available?)  but  did  not  provide  the  name,  we  have  simply  indi- 
cated availability.  In  some  cases  a  question  mark  or  the  term  "unspecified" 
is  provided,  indicating  that  the  category  is  appropriate  for  a  database  but 
the  numeric  value  has  not  been  provided. 

Basic  Information 

Norm  of  Database.  The  full  name  of  a  database  is  given  together 
with  its  acronym,  former  name,  and  former  acronym  if  available.  In 
some  cases,  particularly  when  a  database  is  a  part  of  a  family  of  data- 
bases, a  parenthetic  note  follows  the  name,  e.g.,  (This  file  is  a  part  of  Com- 
monwealth Agricultural  Bureaux  Abstracts  (q.v.).).  This  sends  the  user 
to  the  Commonwealth  Agricultural  Bureaux  entry.  In  a  few  cases  the 
'q.v."  or  'see  also'  target  is  not  contained  in  this  directory  because  it  is  not 
an  agriculturally  related  database.  It  is,  however,  in  the  larger  directory 
entitled  Computer-Readable  Databases:  A  Directory  and  Data  Source- 
book (cited  above  in  "Criteria  for  Inclusion  of  Databases").  CRD  contains 
information  on  2,805  databases  and  is  a  source  for  information  about 
many  more  databases.  The  reader  is  directed  to  CRD  for  information 
about  other  databases  of  peripheral  interest  to  agriculture  or  for  non- 
agricultural  databases  as  needed. 

Producer.  The  producer  of  the  database  is  defined  as  the  organization 
with  financial  responsibility  and  general  administrative  responsibility  for 
deciding  what  will  be  included  or  covered  by  the  database.  Joint  ventures 
by  two  or  more  organizations  for  producing  a  database  are  noted  where 
appropriate.  The  name  of  the  producer  is  given.  Producer  addresses  are 
given  in  the  Producer  Index. 

Frequency  of  Issuing  Database  Updates.  This  value  indicates  the 
number  of  times  per  year  that  the  producer  updates  the  database  tapes, 
floppy  discs,  etc.  For  databases  that  are  not  distributed  but  are  main- 
tained online  by  the  producer  this  number  refers  to  the  frequency  with 
which  the  file  is  updated. 

Time  Span  Covered  by  Database.  This  element  refers  to  the  time  span 
covered  for  most  of  the  items  in  the  database.  If  a  database  covers 
material  from  1970  to  present  and  if  occasional  items  from  the  1950s  or 
1960s  are  included,  the  start  date  should  not  reflect  the  extraneous  items. 
In  some  cases  producers  have  indicated  that  they  have  reported  accession 
dates,  and  this  is  noted. 

Average  Number  of  Items  Added  per  Year.  This  value  indicates  the 
anticipated  number  of  records  (items)  to  be  added  to  the  database  in  the 
year  following  the  base  year.  For  some  databases  the  number  is  constant: 
for  others  it  changes  each  year,  particularly  if  backlog  is  being  added  to 
the  file. 

Corresponding  Print  Products.  If  a  hardcopy  publication  corresponds 
to  the  database,  the  correspondence  may  or  may  not  be  on  a  one-to-one 
basis,  and  this  is  indicated.  In  some  cases  a  database  may  correspond  to 
multiple  hard  copy  products.  This  is  often  the  case  when  a  master  data- 
base is  used  for  computer  composition  and  when  the  database  management 
system  has  been  designed  so  that  multiple  products  can  be  generated  from 
the  master  file. 
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Availability.  Commercial  availability  for  lease/license/purchase  of 
the  database  and  the  medium  on  which  it  is  provided  are  given  if 
appropriate. 

Approximate  Size  as  of  December  1984.  This  number  was  generally 
provided  by  the  producer.  In  a  few  cases  it  was  extrapolated  by  the  edi- 
tors based  on  prior  data.  Values  are  rounded  off.  The  items  in  databases 
vary  by  type  of  database  and  may  be.  for  example,  bibliographic  refer- 
ences, news  stories,  pages  in  a  newsletter,  time  series,  products,  or  persons 
in  a  directory. 

Language  of  Database.  This  indicates  the  language  of  the  database 
itself  which  may  differ  from  the  language  of  the  source  materials. 

Processed  for  Online  Searching  The  names  of  the  online  or  time- 
sharing organizations  that  process  the  database  and  make  it  available  to 
the  public  are  indicated.  The  corresponding  addresses  are  in  the  Processor 
Index. 

Processed  for  Batch  Searching.  The  names  of  the  organizations  that 
process  the  database  for  batch  searching  and  make  it  available  to  the  pub- 
lic are  indicated.  The  corresponding  addresses  are  in  the  Processor  Index. 

Subject  Matter  and  Scope  of  Data  in  Database 

The  basic  paragraph  in  the  Subject  Matter  and  Scope  portion  of  the 
database  description  includes  information  from  the  producer's  description 
of  the  database  plus  a  variety  of  elements,  such  as  an  indication  of  the 
date  when  the  file  was  first  made  available  in  computer-readable  form,  the 
relationship  of  the  database  to  other  databases,  languages  of  the  database 
source  materials,  and  for  bibliographic  databases,  an  approximation  of  the 
percentages  of  types  of  source  items  in  the  database.  For  numeric  data- 
bases, sources  of  data,  data  verification,  the  language  of  the  database,  and 
special  features  are  given  when  available. 

Indexing/Coding/Classification 

The  type  and  extent  of  subject  analysis  and  indexing  data  provided 
in  the  subject  database  is  indicated.  Because  of  the  special  requirements 
for  conducting  searches  in  chemistry,  chemical  identifiers  are  indicated  if 
present  in  a  database.  Chemical  identifiers  are  terms  or  codes  that  identify 
chemical  substance(s).  Some  are  formalized  and  controlled;  others  are  not. 
Names  of  types  of  chemical  identifiers  are  usually  quite  specific  except  for 
the  terms  "synonym"  and  "chemical  name  form  source  of  data."  Synonyms 
are  variant  names  for  the  same  chemical  substance.  "Chemical  name  from 
source  of  data"  simply  means  that  the  particular  name  for  a  chemical  is 
that  given  in  the  source  item,  and  source  items  will  vary  widely  within  a 
given  database.  Where  the  term  "fragment"  is  used  it  may  refer  either  to 
molecular  formula  fragments  or  to  pieces  of  the  strings  of  characters  that 
make  up  the  various  identifiers.  For  example,  a  WLN  fragment  is  a  por- 
tion of  the  WLN  code  for  a  specific  compound. 
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Data  Elements 

The  data  element  section  of  an  entry  applies  to  bibliographic  data- 
bases, where  commonality  of  structure  exists.  We  indicate  for  a  defined 
set  of  elements  (author,  title,  publisher,  date,  etc.)  whether  they  are  usu- 
ally present  or  occasionally  present.  The  contents  of  numeric  databases  do 
not  conform  to  a  minimal  set  of  data  elements.  Because  of  the  wide 
variety  of  data  elements  such  information  is  included  in  the  Subject 
Matter  and  Scope  portion  of  numeric  database  entries. 

User  Aids 

This  group  of  elements  indicates  the  availability— generally  through 
the  producer— of  database-oriented  vocabularies,  term  lists,  thesauri,  user 
manuals,  and  database  documentation.  This  information  is  generally  pro- 
vided by  producers  of  word-oriented  databases. 

Indexes 

This  directory,  the  Agricultural  Database  Directory,  has  four 
indexes  and  one  list  at  the  back  of  the  book:  Name  Index,  Subject  Index, 
Producer  Index,  Processor  Index,  and  Processor  Names  for  Online  Data- 
bases. The  indexes  at  the  end  of  the  volume  are  numbered  separately,  e.g.. 
Name  Index  1  through  Name  Index  18. 

Name  Index 

The  Name  Index  is  an  alphabetical  list  of  database  names  and  other 
names  associated  with  databases.  For  each  database  in  this  Directory,  the 
full  name,  acronym,  former  name,  former  acronym,  hard  copy  correspon- 
dent name,  and  other  common  names  are  provided  when  known.  Full 
names,  corresponding  to  the  entries  in  the  Directory,  are  presented  in  bold 
face  and  followed  by  the  Directory  page  number  where  the  database  entry 
is  located.  Names  other  than  full  names  are  printed  in  light  face  and  fol- 
lowed by  an  equal  sign;  following  the  equal  sign  is  the  full  name  of  the 
corresponding  database  and  its  page  number. 

Names  of  former,  terminated,  and  rumored  databases  as  well  as 
names  of  databases  for  which  data  were  received  too  late  for  inclusion  in 
the  data  pages  and  names  of  related  products  and  services,  e.g..  software 
packages  or  telecommunications  carriers,  are  provided  in  the  same  Name 
Index.  These  names  are  followed  by  a  dash  and  one  or  .two  explanatory 
phrases,  e.g..  "Farm  Exports—no  longer  online." 

A  variety  of  types  of  names  is  included  and  all  names  are 
computer-sorted  according  to  the  ASCII  sort  sequence.  Blanks  sort  first, 
and  special  characters  sort  before  numeric  and  then  alphabetic  characters. 
Thus,  sequences  such  as  the  following  occur:  Agri-Markets  before  Agricul- 
tural; and  CIS /Index  before  CISCO.  The  same  sorting  conventions  apply 
to  all  indexes. 
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Subject  Index 

The  Subject  Index  contains  149  discrete  terms  to  assist  the  user  in 
selecting  databases.  The  majority  of  the  terms  are  based  on  a  modified  sub- 
set of  terms  taken  from  the  National  Agricultural  Library's  AGRICX)LA 
SUBJECT  CATEGORY  CODES  WITH  SCOPE  NOTES  (modified  AGRIS). 
produced  November,  1982  and  made  effective  January  1,  1983.  In  addi- 
tion, since  some  databases  defied  these  categories,  other  terms  reflecting 
database  content  were  used.  Approximately  75  percent  of  the  terms  are 
consistent  with  the  AGRICOLA  codes.  Indepth  indexing  of  databases  is 
not  economically  feasible.  One  cannot  normally  examine  the  contents  of 
each  database  directly  but  must  rely  on  producer  descriptions.  Since  the 
descriptions  come  from  hundreds  of  producers,  they  exist  at  many 
different  levels  of  depth  and  completeness  and  the  subject  indexing  reflects 
this. 


Producer  Index 

The  Producer  Index  is  an  alphabetical  list  of  those  producers  whose 
databases  are  included  in  this  Directory.  Some  parent  organizations  pro- 
duce different  databases  within  different  divisions  or  subsidiaries  of  the 
same  organization.  These  generally  have  separate  addresses  and  are 
treated  as  separate  database  producers.  Associated  with  each  producer 
name  is  the  producer  address  and  a  list  of  the  database(s)  published  by 
that  producer.  Each  database  name  is  followed  by  the  page  number  where 
the  descriptive  data  about  the  database  begins. 

Processor  Index 

The  Processor  Index  is  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  database  processor 
organizations.  Each  processor  (vendor)  name  is  followed  by  the  address  of 
that  organization  and  a  list  of  databases  it  processes.  Processors  may  pro- 
cess databases  in  either  online  or  batch  mode.  Organizations  that  process 
databases  for  internal  use  only  are  not  included  because  of  the  public- 
availability  requirement  of  this  Directory. 

Processor  Names  for  Online  Databases 

The  Processor  Names  for  Online  Databases  is  an  alphabetical  list  of 
full  names  for  databases.  Each  entry  contains  the  processor  (vendor) 
designated  name  for  the  associated  database  on  that  vendor  system.  Pro- 
cessor names  are  given  for  the  four  major  processors— BRS.  DIALOG. 
NLM.  and  SDC.  This  list  should  help  users  who  use  the  directory  to  iden- 
tify a  desired  database  to  subsequently  select  the  appropriate  vendor 
designation  for  the  database  when  logging  on  to  a  search  system.
